Banagher. 


The town of Banagher has important 
associations with two famous Victorian 
novelists of the Victorian era—Anthony 
Trollope and Charlotte Bronte. It was 
to this village that Trollope came as a 
post office official in 1841. During the 
ten years when he resided at Banagher he 
produced his earliest work, “ The Mac- 
dermotts of Ballycloran,’’ and two other 
three-rolume novels. 
he did his official duties, wrote three long 
novels in as many years, and yet found 
time to hunt three days a week. 

Here it was that the Rev. Arthur Bell 
Nichols came to live six years after the 
death of his wife, Charlotte Bronté. He 
was born in County Antrim, and, after 
passing through Trinity, he became the 
Rev. Patrick Bronté’s curate at Haworth. 
His marriad life lasted less than a year, 
and soon after he returned to Ireland, 
living at Banagher until his death in 
1906 at the age of ninety. He lived in 
great privacy, but consented to supply the 
late Clement K. Shorter with many 
valuable details of the Bronté family.

To-morrow is the festival of Florian, 
who, though little known in the British 
Isles, enjoys great popularity on the 
Continent, especially among Teutonic 
peoples, and is one of the titular saints 
of Austria. A Roman soldier, martyred 
about the year 300 A.D., he is revered as 
a typical Christian warrior, and also, 
because of a story of his having with 
ready resourcefulness extinguished a 
dangerous fire, as protector against con- 
flagrations. In Germany his image is 
often to be found on pumps and water 
hydrants, and on plaques commemorating 
famous fires.

Slot Meters. 


| Che Aquarids, 


There is a meteor shower early in May 
known as the Aquarids, the maximum of 
which this year falls to-night. These 
meteors can be best observed after mid- 
night and during the morning hours of 
to-morrow, when the radiant is at a 
sufficient altitude to permit of their 
observation. ‘There are secondary maxima 
to-morrow night, chiefly between 10 and 
midnight. There is another interesting 
meteor shower on the evening and n‘ght 
of the 8th, when the principal maximum 
falls about midnight. This display will 
continue active till about 2 a.m. on the 
9th, but there will be considerable moon- 
hght on that night. On the night of the 
17th there is a good deal of meteoric 
activity, chiefly between 10 and midnight, 
or a little later. Large maxima occur on 
the evening and night of the 22nd, the 
principal maxima taking place near 1.30 
a.m. on the 25rd. On the 30th of the 
month there are two large showers, one 
between midnight and noon and the other 
commencing in the afternoon and con- 
tinuing till after midnight. The principal 
maxima fall at 7.45 a.m. arnd-11.30 p.m,

COBRESPONDENT, 
THE PLANETS. 


Mercury is still an evening star during 
the earlier part of the month, and may 
be seen after sunset for the first few days. 
He is in Inferior Conjunction on the 
20th. During April many beautiful views 
of the planet were obtained. He was 
easily located by the neighbourhood of 
Venus. He has been in view for an 
unusually long time at this appearance. 
Venus is easily seen in the twilight now, 
and she will continue to increase in 
visibility till after midsummer. She 
passes near Aldebaran and the Pleiades 
during the month, and is in conjunctioh 
with Jupiter on the 17th. She is not 
at present an interesting object for the 
telescope, her dise being small, nearly 
round, and destitute of any detail. She 
will not reach the half-moon phase till. 
September, 

» Jupiter has run far into dayligilit, 
setting at the end of May near 9.30 p.m. 
No satellite phenomena are likely to be 
visible, as he is so near the horizon when 
darkness begins. Saturn is beginning to 
be an evening object, rising em 10.30 
p.m. at the end of the month.

The conjunction of Venus and Jupiter 
on the 17th, is the: most interesting 
planetary phenomenon of the month. 
Being the two brightest of the planets. 
their conjunctions attract more attention 
than those of the others. They occur at 
intervals of about 400 days, though the 
interval is subject to ese, aie 
variation. When the approach is 
sufficiently close to admit of the. two 
planets being viewed together in the field 
of the telescope, the sight is a striking 
one. In spite of Jupiter’s brightness, he 
pales before the silvery lustre of Venus, 
which makes every other planet look 
dull.

DESTITUTE NURSES. 


EARNEST APPEAL BY 
NATION’S TRIBUTE. 

The annual Council and also the monthly 
Executive Committee meetings of the 
Nation’s Tribute to Nurses (Irish Branch) 
were held on Wednesday at 12 Merrion 
square, Dublin, by kind permission of Lady 
Arnott. 

After routine business had been transacted, 
the adoption of the eleventh annual report 
was proposed, seconded, and passed unani- 
mously, and the financial statement was 
approved. ies 

A short. account of the work done during 
1929 was given in the report, which stated 
that the Committee met eleven times curing 
the vear. 

The sufferings of many sick and destitute 
nurses were being lightened daily, and, 
where possible, completely relieved. Much 
more could be done but for the shortage of 
funds; in many cases the grants given to 
those appealing for help were perforce 
inadequate, These applicants were people 
who had devoted their own lives in helping 
and nursing their fell-country folk in their 
hour of need and suffering, and it did seem 
ironical that when they, in their turn, were 
in sore distress, so little could be done to 
bring them aid and comfort. The Com- 
i mittee appealed most earnestly for donations

THE AGRICULTURAL SLUMP. 

The situation was likely to be more serious 
this year than last year owing to the world 
slump in agricultural prices. For the Free 
State the position was likely to be more 
serious, because under the influence of the 
present Minister for Agriculture they had 
been encouraged: to put all their hopes and 
prospects on one or two phases of the agricul. 
tural industry. They were spending ove 
seven miuilions a year on foreign wheat, a 
large part of which cduld bé kept at home. 
The present Labour Government in England 
were considering a scheme for the growing 
of wheat somewhat similar to that which 
had been proposed by the Fianna Fail Party, 
but turned down, 

The serious corisequences in the slump in 
prices in the dairying industry were due to 
the fact that the, Minister jfor Agriculture 
had been working all the time with his eyes 
on the British market, and neglecting the 
much more valuable market. at home. 

Concluding, Mr. Lemass said that, it might 
not be the men in the-Fxecutive Council who 
were wrong, but the policy was wrong. 

“HIGHLY SATISFACTORY.” 

Mr. O'HANLON (Independent. Cavan) 
said that he had come to the conclusion that 
it was a highly satisfactory Budget, and he 
thought that the people of the country would 
say that the Minister for Finance had dpe 
his work exceedingly well and produced a 
Budget with which many people would be 
surprised, even Deputy Lemass. Deputy Lemass 
had. complained about the burden of -indirect 
taxation being heavy, and he thought that 
an extraordinary statement coming from such 
a whole-hog protectidnist, because, if Deputy 
Lemass had his way. the burden of. indirect 
taxation would he still heavier on the 
The whole criticism of the Budget had 
pletely broken down. 


PROTECTION. A FAILURE. 
Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) said 
that the taxation on imports did not have 
the effect that they were told it would have. 
In 1927, for instance, £661,000 was collected 
as a tax on imported clothing, and two years 
later it was £645,000. Therefore, there was 
virtually no improvement far as the 
clothing industry was concerned. £257 .000 
was raised in taxation on imported-boots and 
Shoes last year, while in 1927 £264,000 was 
realised by this tax, so that imports of boots 
and shoes were coming in in large 
quantities as they were some years ago. 

He believed that imports of furniture should 
not be permitted. The coming to this country 
of foreign furniture merchants, who supplied 
furniture at a small sum payable everv week, 
showed that the tariff was useless. The tax 
raised on imported fvrniture in 1927 was 
£45,000, while in 1929 it had increased ‘to 
£50,000. These foreign establishments were 
placing the Irish furmture industry in an 
absolutely hopeless position. 

W hat they had instead ol protection was 
really the collection of revenue on a ' 
large scale from the poorest classes in their 
country without any corresponding = ad. 
vantages. > 

AGRICULTURE AND INDUSTRY. 

Mr. M. O'REILLY. (F.F., Meath) said that 
the Minister for Finance had shown a great 
deal of ability in his methods of collecting 
taxes. He wondered if the Minister could 
lend his efficiency im some way the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce in orde 
that the latter might be enabled to solve 
some of the proLlems with whith the country 
was faced in the economic sphere. He 
wished some means were devised for selling 
the potatoes which the farmers had in 
abundance and of which they were unable 
to dispose. There was no ability shown in 
the matter of stimulating production in in. 
dustries. He believed that the Minister for 
Agriculture had convinced himself that under 
no conditions at present could he make a 
success of agriculture. . :

CURIOSITIES OF THE CUSTOMS. 

Mr. GOREY (Government, Carlow: 
Kilkenny) asked the Minister for an explana- 
tion of the application of some of the tariffs 
that had been already imposed, and particu- 
larly in respect of wearing apparel. Cricket 
gloves and‘ leg pads had been held up at 
Waterford, and when he went to see about 
them he was told that they were liable to 
duty, and that if they were not released they 
would be sent, back to England. and bac 
they were sent. He submitted that the tax 
on Wearing apparel was never intended to 
apply to such articles as these. A zinc bucket 
with a wooden handle was described as 
furniture, It would not be too much to 
expect officials to act up to some standard of 
common-sense in the enforcement of tariffs. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork) drew atteron to 
the Minister's statement that relief \ from 
taxation could not be given to harbour boards 
unless it was extended to the trading profits 
of iocal authorities and the Electricity Supply 
Board, but he (Mr. Flinn) understood that 
the profits of the Electricity Supply Board 
were already immune from that particular 
taxation. It*seemed to him that the question 
of the relief of harbour beards was not 
covered by the question of the ordinary 
trading profits of local authorities, á 

TAXATION OF HARROUR BOARDS. 

The income of harbour boards was derived 
from dnes, and to the extent to which thera 
vas relief, it would be relief from the addi: 
tion which would inevitably be put: on the 
goods brought on ships. Taxation on the 
revenve of harbour boards was simply a direct 
incrense in the cost of the services, and 
couid only be justified in the same way as 
they could justify a tax on coal, and oil used 
for industrial purposes, ! 

The Minister had taken £180,000 from the 
accumulated interest of the Post 
Savings Bank. If one werg@o regard that 
transaction alone and separa¥e there might be 
some case for it, but in another portion of 
the revenue which was largely — collected 
through the Post Office—the Savings 
Certificates—the Minister had. told them 
last vear that he was in arrear, 
to the extent of over £400,000, and it did seem 
extraordinary book-keeping that he should 
ave taken £180.000 and converted it into 
revenue this year instead of putting it by to 
meet the hability which was on his books 
over £400,000. ‘‘ Heads I win, tails you 
seemed to be the method of the Minis: 
ter for Finance in dealing with recurrent and 
non-recurrent obligations. 

IN THE HATRY MANNER. 

The advance of £565,000 to the Unemplev- 
ment Fund was also treated as an asset. It 
simrly meant that industry would be directly 
taxed jn the future to the amount of £563,000. 
That was the kind of accounting and finance 
that gave free board and lodging to Hooley. 
Whittaker Wright and Hatry. There was 
absolutely nothing constructive in the Budget, 
which was balanced on the same _ principle 
as that of the lodger who balanced his weekly 
budget by selling his landlady’s cloak. 
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The Minister had decided to leave the cup-. 


hoard absolutely bare for his successor. He 
had sold everything that was of moveable 
value, and the Budget was not so dishonest 
as some of the .previous ones because there 
was less moveable property to the disposed of. 

Mr. CLEARY (F.F., Mayo, N.) charac- 
terised the Budget as a great disappointment. 
Only. £87,009 was to be expended on Gaeltacht 
services, and he thought that was not fair, 
particularly as they had been promised some 
measure for-the development of fisheries and 
a Gaeltacht Housing Bill. 

A SINISTER INFLUENCE. ! 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
some influence was working to prevent the 
Minister for Finance from trying to develop 
small industries. He (Mr. Little) had no 
objection to people with money coming into 
the country, but what he objected to was a 
policy which tended towards paying so much 
attention to the rich whilst neglecting the 
interests of the poorer people—a policy which 
would not aim at development of small in- 
dustries in the country, but which reduced 
income tax and super-tax to induce the rich 
to come into the country. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork E.) 
that the Minister had not put a 
ported barley.

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Mr. BLYTHE, “in replying, said that 
deputies had suggested that a Budget which 
did not contain. great changes in taxation 
indicated a negative economic policy: This 
not benefits that might be got 
from changes in taxation were relatively small 
in the way.of giving opportunities to indivi- 
duals who were in charge of industries to 
develop and expand these industries. Tariffs 
had heen described as an.investment. Some 
tarifis might be a very bad investment, and 
would not be justified, because, while they 
would give extra employment in some cases, 
in others they would tend to decrease pro- 
duction and extra charges on the 
people. ' 

Mi Mackntee had asked what they 
would get for the Shannon undertaking now 
if at were in the market. and he (the 
Minister) said that if they were prepared 
Lo dispose of the undertaking to a private 
comporation, to be run as a private concern,

WORK OF THE COUNTY 
BOARDS. 


The debate was resumed on the 
ol £320,110 to complete the sum necessars 
for the Department of Local Government aad 
Public Health. Mr. Corish (Lab., Wexford) 
‘had moved that the estimate be referred back 
for reconsideration. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F.,, Dublin N.) 
that the State contribution to public health 
services was in the ratio one-fifth, and 
in the case of road construction and matn- 
tenance one-third. Hí; view was that the 
Government grants should be revised; for 
there was a greater need for sewernge and 
waterworks thau for road construction. 
Effort should be made to deal with the over- 
crowding of County Homes, so that people 
would get proper treatment. 

The care of the blind was also a matter 
for sympathetic consideration. Enough was 
not being done for them in giving them some 
sort of technical training that these 
afflicted people might he able do . some- 
thing for themselves. There was some pro 
gress in the appointment of county meaical 
officers of health, but still they were a long 
way off having a county medical officer of 
health in everv county. 

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Independent, Dublin 
University) said that there were grounds on 
which he could supnort the estimate, 
grounds on which he might 
amendement. There was a reduction in 
entire estimate of £80,000, as compared with 
five years ago. More money ought io be 
«pent on social services, and more should also 
he spent on the medical treatment of children. 
He found fault with the small amount that 
was provided for giving meals to poor 
school children, and said that the amount 
ought to be greatly increased. 

Nearly half the cortties ™ the 
were still without medical officers of health, 
and where they had these officers not enough 
work was being done. How could a medical 
oticer jook after all the children and also 
attend to tubercular patients? He would 
suggest that the Minister should consider the 
question of making provision for allowing the 
County Medical Officers of Health assistants 
for inspection of school children. _ Provision 
should also be made for unmarried mothers 
when thev left county homes. 

He also wanted to know 
Mimetor was doing anything in 
providing better sanitation and a good water 
supply to the various urban areas. There 
were some fairly large towns which had no 
water supply and where’ the sanitary arrange 
ments were scandalous. 


HOUSING AND TUBERCULOSIS. 

The | problem was a very 
pressing one, Sanatorium treatment was 
useless if the people who were ‘treated 
in these: institutions had to return to 
the imesanitary conditions which they 
had previously left. Tuberculosis could be 
very much diminished, if not altogether 
wiped out, in the country by the pravision of 
proper sanitary houses. 

Mr. SHAW (Government, Longford-West 
meath) said that-in his opinion the ee 
of houses was a national question of first-class 
importance, and one that should be tackled 
in an intensified manner, more particularly 
at thé present time when money was cheap. 
They should go into the matter in a nen- 
political manner, and try to solve the 
woblem. He felt, however, that public 
haiie were pot -doing their duly in this re- 
spect. They had now an opportunity of hor- 
rowing the money at a low interest, and they 
should at once tackle the problom. He would 
uige the Minister to introduce a housing bill 
on a more extensive scale, and to make pro- 
vision, whereby people whose houses were in 
a dilapidated condifion could borrow money 
with which to repair them. 

ROADS AS A NATIONAL CARE. 

He felt in regard to'roads that they should 
be doalt with by the State. Longford-West- 
meath was paying £23,000 for road repairs, 
the injury being caused by heavy traffic fF 
other parts of the country. Something should 
be done towards making this a national ques- 
tion, as the ratepayers of 
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his constitueng 


would not continue to pay two shillings in 
the pound, for which the majority got very 
little benefit. i 

Mr. MURPHY (Labour, Cork, W.) sup- 
ported the amendment. There was a good 
deal of overlapping and unnecessary routine 
in the County Health services. The policy of 
the local Health Committees in County Cork, 
that optical and dental work under these 
schemes could be more efficiently performed 
by part-time dentists and opticians was, he 
believed, the only way to get the best ou; of 
the service. There was a growing fear that 
the service was leading to a tremendous addi- 
tion to the number of officials required. 

Si INSURANCE DRAWBACKS. 

[he Minister had been warned that. as a 
iesult of throwing over the treatment ol 
Ingured persons on to the County Boards «f 
Health, they would be neglected, and that 
warning had been borne ovt by ther 
experiences already. ‘Ihe Boards of Healii, 
pressed severely as they were from the 
‘lifficulty of cariying on with straitenod 
finances. were not giving the necessary atten- 
tion to of that kind; and in County 
Cork there was absolute chaos with regard to 
the whoie matter of tuberculosis treatment. 
Hardships were cropping up every day. 

He also wished to d@aw the Minister's 
attention to the whole question of administra- 
tion, atmosphere, and surrouncings of County 
Homes. ‘Their whole appearance, externally 
and interna!ly, was cleerless and depresping, 
and the whole administration needed over- 
hauling, ? 

FEVER HOSPITALS. 

Dir. HENNESSY (Government, Dublin 8.) 
said that he agreed with Deputy Corish, that 
there was need for better houses in urban 
areas, but he thought that rural areas had 
come off verv well. He thought that there 
should be a small fever hospital in towns with 
nopulations of five or six thousand. He shou.d 
sav thai the anpoiniment of county medical 
officers cf health had proceeded too slowly. 
That was not the fault of the Minister. tn 
many cases he had met with very obstinate 
opposition. ‘There should be proper sanitary 
provision in the schools. He would have a 
hot and cold bath in every schoo!. He urged 
that cattle should be inspected before 
elaughter. He also suggested that the Minister 
should get County Surveyors to pay more 
attention to fvotpaths throughout the country. 
village roads. He would like to know from 
the Mintster if he had any communication 
from Getrreva about medical benefits” for 
insured ‘persons. They had a scheme oi 
medical benefits in Northern Lreland whic: 
was insptred from Geneva.

Such recommendations 
are inevitable in this year of Grace, and, 
perhaps, they are wise. Certainly the 
Committee, which, under the chairman- 
ship of Sir Warren Fisher, included a 
member of Parliament from every party 
and representatives from the Colonial 
Office, the universities, the public schools 
and the Colonial Services, cannot be 
charged with the possession of an ill- 
chosen personnel. Yet we wonder if the 
shadow of Westminster may not have 
obscured some of those points that are 
laid bare so quickly under a tropical sun.

The Committee, while it allows that 
the selection of applicants to the adminis- 
trative, medical, police, forestry, legal 
and other branches of the Colonial 
Services has been carried out blamelessly 
‘by the appointments staff of the Private 
Secretary, feels that any suggestion of 
‘* patronage ” ought to be removed. It 
advocates a complicated procedure by 
which a Colonial Service Board shall be 
set up, endowed with vague powers, but 
with many ramifications, and with 
authority to suggest ‘‘changes of 
method ” to the Secretary of State. In 
effect, it seems that the only difference 
will be that the time required to make an 
appointment will bé prolonged. No doubt, 
however, the scheme has other merits 
which are not manifest at first sight. The 

report finishes fortissimo on the “ unifica- 
tion ” theme. Inter-colonial movement. of 
officers is the desideratum—a longing that 
consorts strangely with an earlier chapter 
of the report in which the striking variety 
of conditions of life and material equip- 
ment in different colonies is described 
at some length. Perhaps, on their 
“ study ” leaves officers will acquire a 
versatile familiarity with diverse ethnic 
characteristics that was denied to the 
great colonial servants of the past. Never- 
theless, on the whole, Sir Warren Fisher’s 
Committee has done its work well. Its 
recommemilation that .colonial governors 
and the staff of the Colonial Office, wholly 
or in part, shall be chosen from those 
men who have worked overseas is no more 
than justice. If, here and there, it has 
been guilty of a certain flabbiness, it 
must be excused on the ground that it

May Day was suffered to elapse quietly 
in Dublin. A number of the really or 
theoretically unemployed staged an ‘in- 
effective march. ** demonstrated ”’ 
vaguely outside the workhouse, Ireland 
has her private grievances and political 
cliques, but as yet she is npt tinged deeply 
with the Communist superstition.

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The Chinese Navy. 


While rival Tuchuns still are disputing 
the mastery of China, the central Govern- 
ment at Nanking has decided to revive the 
Chinese Navy. To that end two retired 
British naval officers have been appointed 
to the Naval Academy at Minkiang, and 
they. will start: work immediately. One 
of them is Instructor-Captain A. E. 
Monro, and the other is Engineer 
Captain Kelly, R.N. These two officers 
will be. required to teach the young 
Chinese idea how to fight at sea, and, as

Electricity for All. 


The electrical development of Great 
Britain is proceeding apace. Under 
the Act of 1926, steps are being 
taken to cover the whole country from 
Land’s End to John o’ Groat’s by means 
of a network of transmission iines. Scot- 
land is taking an active part in the 
scheme. On Wednesday the first “ grid ”’ 
was started at Edinburgh, and an exten- 
sion power plant, which has cost £900,000, 
was opened at Portobello. Within a few 
years, therefore, we may expect to see the 
electrification of Great Britain almost com- 
plete. Suburban railway lines are- being 
electrified. An intensive campaign of pro- 
paganda has been started to persuade the 
domestic consumer to increase his use of 
current, and many of the most important 
industrial concerns in Great Britain are 
identifying themselves with the movement. 
In the Free State the Shannon Scheme 
can produce almost unlimited current at a 
fairly cheap price. The more current the 
people consume, the cheaper it will be; 
and it is high time that a real effort 
should be made to convince the public of 
its value. The Irish people, especially im 
the rural areas, are notoriously conserva- 
tive in their habits, . Even in a 
there are many who still refuse to d™- 
card the oil lamp. Some of the provincial 
towns are setting a good example by the 
electric lighting of their streets. We hope 
that this lead will be followed generally ; 
for nothing could be more depressing than 
the gloomy streets which one finds all over 
Ireland. The Free State Government has 
given the people the opportunity : they 
must do the rest. 


THE STRANMILLIS 


COLLEGE

OPENED BY DUCHESS 
ATHOLL. 

the presence of a large 
assemblage, the Duchess of Atholl opened 
the new Stranmillis Training College, Bel- 
fast, where teachers for the public elemen- 
tary schools in the six counties will be 
‘trained in the future. 

In addition to the college building 
is of the most modern type in every respect, 
there are a residential house (Balmoral Hall) 
for male students, and bungalow hostels to 
supplement the accommodation in Stranmillis 
House for women students. 

There were 600 guests in the neem court 
of the college when the Duchess of Atholl 
arrived. She was presented with a gold 
key, with which she opened the door, and 
the whole party entered: the college. 

Mr. Pollock, in the course of a speech, 
described the circumstances which led to the 
building of the new college and the difficulties 
that had to be overcome before they arrived 
at the stage at which they were to-day, 

THE DUCHESS OF ATHOLL. 

The Duchess of Atholl said that of all the 
great constructive work done by the 
Northern Government since its establishment, 
nothing had been greater than the work of 
setting up a public system of education which 
transformed a voluntary system, aided. by 
grants, into one in which the Government, 
the local education authorities and voluntary 
bodies co-operated as in England and W ales. 
They could never afford to forget that the 
was the person who ‘counted first, 
last and all the time. 

The first great essential of education was 
the preparation of the children for work, and 
inculéation jof habits of steady work, and the 
ability to concentrate upon whatever task was 
civen to them without shirking. 

THE DESIRE FOR WORK. 

She laid stress on this preparation for work, 
because there was a danger of forgetting it 
in their anxiety to give children preparation 
for other things. It was all the more 
important because to-day they were seeking 
to give workers more hours of leisure. They 
could not blind themselves to the fact that 
the system of unemployment insurance, very 
desirable under present-day circumstances 
might in some cases mean the slackening of 
the desire to work. 

Sha also urged teachers 
children the fmportunce of 
the kind of work undertaken. In days when 
there was a steady unemployment in their 
it must often be ditiicult for young 
persons emerging from school to find the 
work which was most congenial to:.them.

REMARKABLE TIPPERARY 
COURT STORY. 
ALLEGED ATTEMPT LO 
ENFORCE*‘A MARRIAGE,

At Dundrum, County Tipperary, to-day, five 
young, men were brought before District 
Justice Troy, charged by Superintendent J. 
Curtin, Tipperary, with ovng concerned in 
the kidnapping last Sunday of a young man, 
Thamas Woods, labourer, Old Castle, Cappa- 
white, with the object of compelling kim to 
marry a girl, Lizzie Breigh, employed as a 
domestic servant at Soloheadbeg,.in the 
neighbouring parish. 

Pai: w Fitzpatrick, Mariin Fitzgerald and 


Curistoper Ryan, all of Spittal street, 


Tipperary, were charged with being unlaw- 


fully in possession of revolvers on the occa- 
sion. Timothy Reardon, farm lahourer, Dono- 
hill, Tipperary, and Edmond Carroll, motor 
driver, James street, Tipperary, were charged 
with aiding and abetting in the kidnapping. 
All five defendants were charged with 
conspiracy. 
GIRL'’S STATEMENT. 

Lizzie Breigh (23), employed as a domestic 
servant at William Doherty's place at Solo- 
headbeg, Tipperary, verified the deposition 
made by her at Monday's court, 1D which she 
said that she wanted Woods to marry her, 
and that for that purpose she drove with the 
defendants on Sunday morning to Woods s 
place of employment at Mr. John Ryans 
faim at Old Castle, Cappawhite, where W oods 
joined them, after which they drove to Soio- 
head Church, six miles away, to get a clergy- 
nran to murry her to Woods. While they 
were waiting outside the church for Mass to 
conclude, a party of Civic Guards drove up 
and arrested the defendants. 

In cross-examination by Mr. — Darcy, 
solicitor, witness now said that Woods had 
sirice agreed to marry her, unless, she added, 
he changes his mind. ‘He had arranged that 
they should. pr€.ced to Limerick on Satur- 
day next, and be matried the following day. 

Answering Mr. Maher, witness sai that 
Woods was a first cousin to Reardon. 

Replying to Mr. England, witness said that

“T wanted Woods to marry me, she said.

CONSECRATION IN ARMAGH 
CATHEDRAL. 


LESSON OF BISILOP 
BEDELL, 


Krom OvR SPECIAL RSPRESENTATIVE. 
ARMAGH, Thursday. 

There was a large*congregation, both lay 
and clerical, to-day in St. Patrick s Cathedral, 
Armagh, on the occasion of the consecration 
of the Ven. Arthur William Barton, B.D., as 

Bishop of Kilmore, Biphin ‘and Ardagh. 
Morning Prayer was held at 10 o'clock, and 
at 12 the Ordination Service began. The 
Most Rev. Dr. D'Arcy, Primate of All 
Ireland, read the opening of the Commanion 
Service. The épistle was read by the Right 
Rev. James MacManaway, Bishop of Clogher, 


and the Gospel by the Right Rev. Dr. 
trierson, Bishop of Down. 
HE SERMON. 


The preacher was the Rev. Canon E. C. 
Hayes, Incumbent of: St. Mark's, Dundela, 
Belfast, who took as bis text St. John xvi., 
verse 19—‘‘ For -their sake, 1 sanctify 
Myself.’’ Here, he said, is a motto suff- 
ciently fundamental to take as a watchword 
of encouragement and warning even for to- 
day. Theology revels in paradox—‘t Who- 
soever shall lose his life for My sake shall 
find it.” £ 

1 will illustrate that view from the. life of 
the greatest of your predecessors in this 
Cathedral—and no one will grudge that title 
to William Bedell. From being Provost of 
Trinity College, Dublin, he was consecrated 


to the See of Kilmore and Ardagh 
in 1629. At the age of fifty-eight 
he came here, and the change for 
him was radical. He had been educated 


at ‘Cambridge and chosen for a Fellowship at 
Emmanuel College before he was old enough 
to be elected; he had been Chaplain to a 
British Ambassador; then we find him chief 
of the new University in Dublin. From 
there he was called to Kilmore, where after a 
year’s experience he described the condition 
of things as very miserable; a large propor- 
tion of the inhabitants knew no language but 
their own. i 

At the first opportunitv he resigned the 
See oí Ardagh, that le might the more effec- 
tively fulfil his mission at Kilmore. Making 
sa firm stand for Reformation principles, he 
held that the people should have their 
religion taught in the vulgar tongue—in this 
case Irish, not English. At the age of sixty 


the Old Testament into Irish, and that. may 
be called the Authorised Version of the 
Bible in Irish to the present day It is 
strange to find that his chief difficulty was 
with the English Government, but. he was 
no place-hunter, and his answer to objections. 
as to the illegality of giving instruction to 
the people in Trish was that the people had 
souls, which ought not to be neglected til) 
they could learn English. “To help him in his 
work of translation he chose two of the best 
scholars he could find—both Romanists when 
nent began, but both ending in the reformed 
aith. 

But the tragedy was at hand. The-rebellion 
of 1641 burst and was specially violent--all 
round Kilmore. Most English settlers fled- 
to Dublin, but the shepherd would not.desert 
his flock. Bedell was offered safe convo 
but he refused to go. He Was arrested in his 
house and imprisoned_antil, by an exchange 
of prisoners, he foumd shelter in the house of 
a Mr. Sheridan, so of Kilmore. Soon ‘after 
that he died; the§stories of his fúnerar have 
become classics, »§ escort headed by the man 
who had arrest him, fired & volley over 
his grave. é :

The annual meeting of the Coombe Hospi- 
tal Linen Guild, Dublin, was held at the 
hospital yesterday evening, when - Mrs 
McNeill, wife of the Governor-General of the 
Free State, presided. 

The annual report for 1929 showed that 
there had been a falling off in the number .f 
articles provided and in the quantity of 
needlework done. The year was a particularly 
busy one for the hospital, 1,500 babies being 
born in the wards, and 4,200 being born in 
the Coombe district, and attended by the 
hospital staff, making in all a total of 2,700, 
which showed the need for more workers and 


— 


to clothe the naked in the district. which was 
the poorest of Dublin’s poor districts. 

Sir William Taylour, in proposing the 
adoption of the report, said that he knew of 
nothing that Jed more to the practical support 
of their hospitals than the activities of the 
Linen Guild.’ The. hospital, which in ‘one 
year introduced 2,700 children—fnture citizens 
of the State was doing work of such great 
national importance that it was not unreason -. 
able to say that it should be supported by 
the public. Taking a conservative estimate, 
he could say that the Dublin hospitals were 
in debt to the extent of £130,000. It would 
take almost as much more to bring them 
up to modern requirements—a quarter of a 
million was wanted. . They could not go to 
the Government for the money, which would 
mean increased taxation. He was sick and 
tired for years past trying to raise money 
for hospitals with which he was associated. 
They had explored every avenue of income, 
but the fact was, that the people had not 
got the money to give. - 


QUESTION OF SWEEPSTAKES. 

“We have got to face the facts.” he 
added, “and the only means left to the 
hospitals to enable them to carry on is the 
sweepstake. Those of us who suggestea 
sweepstakes got a great deal of abuse 
in the papefs and elsewhere. It was 
said that sweepstakes dre immoral, bat 
I cannot find any commandment that might 
possibly be made to refer to sweepstakes, 
except, perhais, ‘Thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbours gbods,’ But the money got by 
sweepstakes does not belong to any in- 
dividual, and the person who buys a ticket 
for a sweepstake certainly does not, by that 
action, covet anyone s goods. I cannot, for 
the life of me, see where the immorality or 
the sin comes in; but I suppose that is an 
ethical matter, which I must leave to 
Churehmen to deal with. Only by means of 
sweepstakes can the hospitals of Dublin be 
cleared of debt and brought into a condition 
ÍM for the successful practice of modern 
surgery and medicine.

A motion that the Linen Guild was worthy 
of support was proposed by the Rev. Father 
Hannon, S.J., who said that he did not 
know of any ethical reasons why sweepstakes 
should be forbidden.

There is reason to believe that some in- 
vestors are considering the advisability of 
selling English securities and placing the 
proceeds in American or Canadian Shares, 
owing to the further increase in taxation here, 
the stiffening of the suriax, and the bigger 
levy upon deceased estates. It may be re- 
called that a leading Stock Exchange firm 
some time ago advised this course. Then the 
counsel was given, not because -of taxation, 
but because indications pointed to continued 
depression of trade here. Admittedly, the 
state of trade is unsatisfactory, the burden 
of taxation is heavy, and the entire absence 
of any apparent attempt to reduce the 
national expenditure is somewhat disturbing, 
but, even allowing for these unfavourable cir- 
cumstances, we. would hesitate to endorse the 
advice to sell English and buy American. 
Jt is true that in connection with. American 
Industrial and similar shares there are possi- 
bilities of obtaining substantial profits from 
capital appreciafion very quickly, but there 
are also possibilities of suffering a loss. If 
the money is invested in the States simply 
for dividends it. is questionable whether as 
good a return could he obtained as is stil] 
possible here,-even allowing for income tax 
at. 4s. 6d: in the £. Further, the business 
of placing capital in American securities 
should only be conducted with the help of 
expert advice; otherwise the investor might 
find that he had embarked money in an un- 
satisfactory or indifferent venture. In the 
case of British Industrial shares and ‘similar 
securities it is at least’ possible to’obtain all 
the necessary information as to past divi- 
dends and future prospects.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

‘The hearing of an action in which Mr. P. 
J. Ruttledge, T.D., solicitor, was the plain- 
tiff, and Stanley T. Land, Cypress Villa, 
Sutton, Co. Dublin, the defendant, 
begun.

INSURANCE: OF A CAR, 


MOTORIST’S CLAIM DISPUTED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The hearing of the action brought by 
Thontas Mullen, a victualler, of 728 Summer- 
hill, Dublin, against the London General 
Insurance Company was concluded. 
plaintiff claimed £1,000 on foot of a policy 
of insurance with the defendants im respect 
of loss, damage or liability arising from a 
motor car accident. He stated that in July, 
1928, when he was driving in the Phamx 
Park with Martin Connors and Wilham 
Doolin, on a pleasure trip, the insured car 
overturned id caused the death of Martin 
Connors. In an action in the High Court 
the representatives of Martin Connors 
obtained damages in £400 to the widow and 
£100 to each of his six children. He claimed 
to be indemnified to that extent by the 
defendant company, having had his car 
insured with them. 

The defendants, in a _ traverse, denied 
liability,, and said that, admitting for the 
purpose of the defence, but not otherwise, 
that the defendant was driving his car in the 
Phenix Park on the date stated, he was not 
driving on a private pleasure trip, but for 
business purposes, and, further, that the 
accident was caused through the plaintiff 
driving the car in an unsafe condition. They 
were not liable to indemnify the plaintiff in 
respect of his alleged loss and expense, and 
under the terms of the endorsement of the 
policy their liability (if any) to the plaintiff 
was limited to a sum not exceeding £250, 
including costs. 

By a proposal in writing dated 20th April, 
1928, the defendants also stated in their 
defence that the plaintiff proposed to effect a 
policy of insurance 7with them for a Morris- 
Cowley private motor car ‘‘to be used solely 
for private purposes.” The declaration, the 
basis of the insurance, was not true in every 
respect : there were -in it false statements, 
misrepresentations, and concealment and sup- 
pression of the truth. In answer to the ques- 
tion, '“ Will the car be used solely for private 
purposes?” the plaintiff wrote '' Yes’; 
whereas in fact the car was not intended to 
be used, and was not used, solely for pyivate 
purposes, but was, on the contrary, intended
